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CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE  I.— Name. 
The  name  of  this  Club  shall  be  the  Lyric  Club. 

ARTICLE  II.— Object. 
Its  object  shall  be  to  develope  the  musical  talent  of  its  members 
and  stimulate  musical  culture  in  Marion. 

ARTICLE  III.— Members. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  three  classes  of  members:  Active, 
Associate  and  Honorary. 

Sec.  2.  There  shall  not  be  more  than  thirty  Active  and  twenty 
Associate  members. 

Sec.  3.  The  substitute  shall  do  work  by  same  composer  as  that 
designated  by  the  Program  Committee  for  the  member  in  whose 
place  she  acts  on  the  day  assigned  that  member.  Also  a  member 
excused  or  absent  for  one  year  must  furnish  a  substitute  or  withdraw 
from  the  Club. 

Sec.  4.  Associate  members  must  do  the  literary  work  assigned 
them  by  the  Program  Committee,  with  the  same  right  of  substitution, 
et  cetera,  as  given  Active  members,  and  shall  have  all  the  privileges 
of  the  Club. 

Sec.  5.  No  member,  either  Active  or  Associate,  shall  be  allowed 
to  substitute  work  or  pay  a  fine  of  fifty  cents  more  than  once  during 
a  club  year  without  first  presenting  an  excuse  to  the  Program  Com- 
mittee, the  same  being  accepted  by  them. 

Sec.  6.  Application  for  membership  must  be  made  through  a 
member  of  the  Club  to  the  Secretary,  and  submitted  by  the  Secre- 
tary to  the  Chairman  of  the  Membership  Committee. 

Sec.  7.  The  election  of  members  shall  be  by  secret  ballot,  and 
five  black  balls  shall  prevent  an  election. 

Sec.  8.    Membership  may  be  terminated  as  follows: 

First.    By  voluntary  resignation  of  a  member  in  good  standing. 
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Second.  By  a  majority  vote  of  the  Membership  Committee, 
in  case  a  member  has  failed  to  pay  her  dues  two  months 
after  the  same  are  due  and  one  week's  notice  by  mail  has 
been  given  before  such  action. 

Third.  When  a  member  has  not  performed  work  assigned  to 
her,  and  failed  to  furnish  excuse  satisfactory  to  the  Program 
Committee. 

ARITCLE  IV.— Officers. 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  Club  shall  be  President,  Vice- 
President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer. 

Sec.  2.  These  officers  shall  be  elected  annually  by  secret  ballot 
at  the  last  regular  meeting  in  March. 

Sec.  3.  There  shall  be  a  preliminary  ballot  for  candidates;  the 
two  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  be  considered  as 
candidates  for  the  office  under  consideration. 

Sec.  4.  The  officers'  duties  shall  begin  with  the  first  meeting  of 
the  club  year,  and  shall  be  those  customary  in  such  positions. 

Sec.  5.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  regular  meetings  of  the 
Club  and  in  her  absence  the  Vice-President  shall  preside. 

ARTICLE  V.— Committees. 
Section  1.    There  shall  be  four  standing  committees: 

First.    Program  Committee,  appointed  by  the  President  at 
the  first  regular  meeting  of  the  Club,  shall  consist  of  four 
Active  and  two  Associate  members. 
Second.    Executive  Committee,  which  shall  be  the  officers  of 
the  Club. 

Third.     Membership   Committee,    which   shall   be  appointed 
at  the  first  regular  meeting  of  the  club  year,  and  shall  consist 
of  the  Executive  Committee  and  three  Active  and  one  Asso- 
ciate member  appointed  by  the  President. 
Fourth.    Emergency  Committee,  which  shall  consist  of  the 
President  and  three  members  appointed  by  the  President  at 
the  first  meeting  of  the  club  year.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Committee  to  attend  to  all  business  of  the  Club  which 
does  not  come  under  the  ordinary  routine,  and  to  fix  such 
assessments  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  necessary. 
Sec.  2.    The  President,  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  club,  and  at 
such  other  times  as  she  may  think  advisable,  shall  appoint  two 
members  to  act  as  Critics  on  the  work  done  by  Club  members. 
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ARTICLE  VI.— Meetings. 

The  first  regular  meeting  of  the  year  shall  be  the  third  Thursday 
in  October,  and  the  meetings  following  shall  be  on  alternate  Thurs- 
days.   The  club  year  shall  close  the  first  Thursday  in  April. 

The  meetings  shall  be  held  at  the  homes  of  the  members. 
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BY-LAWS 


1.  The  meetings  shall  begin  at  2:30  p.  m. 

2.  No  member  may  bring  to  the  regular  meetings  of  the  Club  a 
resident  of  the  city,  but  is  privileged  to  bring  a  non-resident  guest 
to  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Club,  but  must  notify  the  hostess  for 
that  day  of  her  intention  to  do  so. 

3.  Three  consecutive  absences  of  any  member  cf  the  Club  shall 
be  equal  to  a  resignation,  unless  such  absence  be  excused  by  a  vote 
of  the  Club.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  members  to  report  to  the 
Secretary  excuses,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  report 
absentees  each  meeting. 

4.  New  members  shall  be  voted  in  at  any  regular  meeting  during 
the  club  year,  and  they  shall  take  up  work  assigned  them  by  the 
Program  Committee.  The  Chairman  of  the  Membership  Committee 
shall  read  all  names  presented  for  membership,  and  the  Club  shall 
ballot  in  order  presented.  In  case  an  Active  member  wishes  to 
become  an  Associate  member,  her  name  shall  take  precedence,  or 
vice  versa. 

5.  Membership  dues  shall  be  fifty  cents  for  Active  members  and 
one  dollar  for  Associate  members,  payable  annually  at  the  first 
meeting  of  the  club  year.  Dues  of  new  members  become  due  two 
weeks  after  admission  into  the  club. 

6.  Assessments,  other  than  regular  dues  mentioned  above,  shall 
be  made  by  the  Emergency  Committee. 

7.  The  serving  of  refreshments  at  Club  meetings  shall  be  optional 
with  the  .hostess,  and  must  be  limited  to  three  articles. 
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
